Commissioner Tells How

Establishment of uniform freight 
rates for the entire United States 
to operate under one set of com- 
modity classifications will be rec- 
ommended by Walter McDonald, 
chairman ‘of the Georgia Public 
Service Commission, at the next 
meeting of the Southern Govern- 
ors’ Conference, 

McDonald disclosed his recom- 
mendations yesterday. He has just 


returned from. Birmingham where, 
at a meeting of the southern gov- 
ernors and public service commis- 
sioners Monday, Governor Rivers 
asked that all commission chair- 
men report to their Governors the 
methods they considered best to 
obtain adjusted freight rates for 
the southern states. 

The meeting will be held be- 
fore October 1 to plan for a uni- 
fied fight, it was reported. Gov- 
ernor Rivers will designate the 
meeting place. 

No Reason for Difference. 

“There is no reason today for 
sectionalized freight rates,” Mc- 
Donald declared. “The differen- 
tials were established when the 
railroads first were developed and 
the rates were made higher in 
each additional section in which 
the rails expanded. The east has 
what is known as the ‘official 
rates’ because the rails first de- 
veloped there. They developed 
next in the south. The roads de- 
clared they were taking a chance 
on their investment and had to 
protect themselves by making the 
rates higher, Then came the de- 
velopment in the southwest and 
the rates established there were 
higher than those in the south. 
The same held true for the Rocky 
mountain and Pacific territories.”’ 

Equal Rates Help All.

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Unanimous for Peace 

President Roosevelt, in his speech at the 
convening of the special session of congress 
yesterday, pointedly emphasized the United 
States is practically unanimous in determina- 
tion this country shall not become involved in 
the European war. 

“Let no group,” he said, “assume the exclu- 
sive label of the Peace Bloc. We all belong 
to it.” 

That he was unequivocally correct in this 
assumption no man of intelligent powers of 
observation will deny. The United States is 
determined no drop of American blood shall 
be spilt in this conflict. She also realizes that 
this country can serve humanity and civiliza- 
tion far better by remaining neutral than by 
participation in war. 

The only difference of opinion in the con- 
gress, and among the overwhelming majority 
of Americans, is as to the course which will 
best preserve our neutrality and maintain our 
state of peace. 

The President and, it is indicated, a ma- 
jority of the congress believe the best safeguard 
of our peace requires repeal of the embargo 
clause in the neutrality law of 1935. By this 
repeal we shall return to that international law 
which has served so well throughout the na- 
tion's entire history. 

In this they are, according to the always 
dependable Gallup polls, backed by the great 
majority of citizens. It is certain, at least, that 
retention of the embargo clause paves the way 
for constant clashes of interest between this 
country and belligerent nations. On the other 
hand, repeal will open the door to equal treat- 
ment for all belligerents, in so far as we are 
concerned, and will provide a safeguard against 
American involvement by keeping American 
ships and American citizens out of the war 
zones. 

It is axiomatic that, by selling on equal cash 
basis to all, by insisting that foreign buyers 
take title to our products before they leave 
these shores and by requiring that such pur- 
chased goods be transported in foreign ships,

Population and Business 

A new experience in social and business eco- 
nomics looms for the future of the United States. 
Vital statistics show that a dropping birth rate 
will provide this country with a stable, or even 
a decreasing population in the years to come, 
rather than the steadily increasing population 
which has hitherto been its experience. 

Students of economics are alreddy studying 
possible results of this trend, with many di- 
vergent theories advanced. Some think it will 
result in further business recessions due to the 
restriction on the number of consumers, while 
argument to the contrary insists that it means 
higher social standards because of the larger 
proportion of the nation’s resources for each in- 
dividual. 

There is, too, another factor in population 
changes. That is the increasing proportion of 
older people, due to the lengthening of the life 
Span as a result of advancing science and, con- 
Sequently, the relatively fewer youths and chil- 
dren. 

It is evident that business practices and so- 
cial customs must be changed to fit the chang- 
ing circumstances. But that it need mean any 
lowering of living standards is beyond belief. 
Such a stabilizing or reduction in population 
must be accompanied by better education, im- 
proved standards of living and greater con- 
sumption of those products which have not yet 
reached the consumers’ saturation point. 

Proper adaptation of the nation’s economy 
can turn these new trends to advantage of all 
and result in a happier, more prosperous and 
healthier people in all sections of the country. 

One thing that must be done, however, is the 
providing of means to lift the lowest levels of 
the people to better ways of life and greater op- 
portunity. For, while the national birth rate 
declines as a whole, it is still the poorest and 
most underprivileged section of the people 
which provides the greatest proportion of the 
new generations. 


Maternal Mortality 

That advances along the medical front in 
this state are being made is shown in a recent 
report of the Medical Association of Georgia. 
The report deals with that most vital subject 
of public health—the death rate of mothers 
and children in childbirth. Encouragingly, the 
report discloses that the death rate of mothers 
and children in childbirth is constantly being 
reduced, principally through a system of 
check-ups by the association, which seeks to 
determine the causes of death and to distrib- 
ute data gained from the studies to all doctors 
in the state. 

This important work is being done in an 
efficient and intelligent manner. The associa- 
tion’s committee on maternal and infant mor- 
tality, through the co-operation of the State 
Department of Public Health and the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics, sends a questionnaire to the 
attending physician or hospital where the 
death occurs. Findings of the committee are 
published annually and are sent to the chil- 
dren’s bureau in Washington. This system of 
check-ups is similar to the organization of 
“medical courts” described to the American 
Congress of Obstetrics and Gynecology in their 
annual meeting last week at Cleveland. The 
courts, however, are more formal, being con- 
ducted like courts of law. This “court” sys- 
tem is now in use in at least 150 communities. 

But work of the committee in Georgia is of 
a wider scope than that undertaken by the 
“courts,” for a large part of the committee’s 
time is spent in studying the problem of at- 
tendance by midwives at childbirth. In this 
connection, it is pointed out that of the ap- 
proximately 62,000 birth annually in Georgia, 
Only 55 per cent are attended by physicians.

EMBARGO REPEAL PROBABLE WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.— 

The senators and repre- 
sentatives soon will be deciding the momentus question of the nature 
of American neutrality. Despite the clamor of the isolationists and 
the alarming aspect of affairs in Europe, it still seems a safe pre- 
diction that the arms embargo will be removed from the neu- 
trality act. 

The favorable signs are less striking, but more meaningful, than 
the unfavorable. Last-minute polls by administration whips show 
slight but important increases in strength. The minimum quoted for 
outright repeal of the embargo has jumped from 55 to 58 senate 
votes, while it is said that the substitution of a cash-and-carry 
plan would cost the isolationists 10 Votes more. 

Furthermore, the preliminary organization work appears to have 
been handled with far more tact and wisdom than the White House 
sometimes displays in its dealings with congress. The chairman of 
the senate foreign relations committee, Senator Key Pittman, will 
need much help in the management of a chancy, long-drawn-out 
struggle. Instead of giving him one of the usual New Deal yes-men 
for his assistant, the President has turned to Senator James F. 
Byrnes, of South Carolina, who is one of the most influential men 
and ablest legislative strategists in the senate. 

Byrnes, Pat Harrison, of Mississippi, and Alva Adams, of Colo- 
rado, are the powerful triumvirate who lead the senate economy 
bloc. Harrison, who is a member of the foreign relations commit- 
tee, was the President’s first choice for Pittman’s assistant. When 
Harrison’s poor health made it necessary to turn to another man, the 
President might logically have applied to one of the foreign rela- 
tions committee’s numerous rubber-stamp members. The fact that 
he departed from the usual procedure, calling instead on Byrnes, 
obviously means that, for the duration of the emergency, the Presi- 
dent is ready to bury his large collection of hatchets. 


GRAND ALLIANCE The selection of Byrnes, furthermore, ce- 


ments the alliance on the neutrality issue 
between the President and the conservative Democrats of the south. 
Rumors of Vice President John N. Garner’s readiness to help and 
the strong statement of the veteran Carter Glass, of Virginia, have 
already suggested that such an alliance would be effected. Most 
informed persons anticipate that the President’s southern support 
will be almost solid, including even such ultra-conservatives and 
anti-Rooseveltians as the embittered Walter George, of Georgia. 

The President’s recent congressional reverses have been largely 
traceable to the split in his party. With the split healed and the 
southerners behind him, the President should enjoy a commanding 
majority in both chambers. 

Then, too, it is a grave error to discuss the situation solely in 
terms of who is with or against the President. The issue is strictly 
nonpartisan, as proved by the stands of such Republicans as Sen- 
ators Warren R. Austin, of Vermont, and Robert A. Taft, of Ohio. 
The extent to which it cuts across party lines was recently em- 
phasized by the astonishing news that repeal of the arms embargo 
might also have the support of Styles Bridges, of New Hampshire, 
one of the President's bitterest attackers and a loud shouter for 
American isolation. If they cannot hold such men as Bridges, the 
isolationist leaders are indeed facing a difficult task. 


PEACE OR WAR Confidence is running so high that not long 
ago adminiStration whips estimated that, if 
the cash-and-carry plan were the one offered, debate would not 
last more than three weeks. Nevertheless, it is plain that all these 
optimistic: predictions cannot be taken quite at their face value. The 
argument is very strong that repeal of the arms embargo is the most 
practical peace plan. The tide is still setting in the direction of re- 
peal. The press strongly supports the President, and the issue is 
one of the few on which business and the administration entirely 
agree. 
Yet the “peace or war” cries of William E. Borah, of Idaho, and 
the solemn speech of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh are also having 
their effect. The derire to keep out of the war has been immensely 
strengthened by such ominous events as Russia’s invasion of Po- 
land. And, despite the tremendous odds against them, the isola- 
tionists may win if they can sell their curious thesis, that repeal of 
the arms embargo really does mean war. As the practical facts are 
on the other side, they can only do so if administration dramatics 
give a color of truth to their charges.

The Sword Can Kill But It Cannot 


Conquer the Hearts of Men 
By ROBERT QUILLEN 


To the cynic without understanding, the present conflict be- 
tween man and man is merely a contest for power. To others who 
see only the surface of things, it is only a conflict betweén two 
antagonist theories of government. But to those who understand 
the elemental, age-old motives of men, it is a life-and-death strug- 
gle to determine which of two religions shall survive. 

Religion is a system of faith and worship—a belief in a superior 
being and devotion to his service. The capacity for it is born in us. 
It satisfies a natural craving. It stirs our deepest emotions as 
nothing else can, and the spiritual exaltation it inspires gratifies 
us as nothing else can, 

Naziism, like Communism, is such a religion. Both appeal pri- 
marily to the young, who have not yet found spiritual satisfaction 
in another religion. And both do’ their utmost to destroy Chris- 
tianity, for their leaders know the ancient truth that no man can 
serve two masters. 

In this conflict, Christianity has the same disadvantage that 
handicaps Democracy. 


Democracy is the system of individual liberty and personal dig- 
nity. It therefore thrives only in peace, for war requires surrender 
of all personal rights and obedience to an absolute authority. 

Naziism, on the contrary, is a system of conflict and destruc- 
tion. It can thrive only by tearing down, looting, feeding on what 
ethers have built. It has a natural advantage, for tearing down 
is much easier than building. It attacks, while Democracy remains 
passive. And Democracy cannot fight the devil with fire without 
temporarily quitting its principles and submitting to a dictator. 

Christianity is the religion of peace—and of martyrdom. Based 
upon love and the brotherhood of man, it remains passive while 
Communism and Naziism, having no moral or ethical handicaps, 
use brute force to destroy it. The swastika represents a club; the 
Cross represents a spirit. - 

The religion that employs force can be a terrible scourge. The 
Mohammedans, using fire and sword to spread their faith, were 
fast conquering Europe when they met Charles the Hammer. That 
battle saved western civilization and America for the Cross. 

Now another religion, using fire and sword, challenges Chris- 
tianity and vows to destroy it. Christ and anti-Christ meet in 
battle to determine the future of mankind. 

Christianity fights with the weapons of Beelzebub. Yet it might 
conquer by love alone if its foliowers had the zealous. enthusiastic, 
soul-stirring loyalty of those whose religion is Naziism. 

It will somehow conquer in the end, for civilized people every- 
where prefer a world of peace and friendliness; security against 
violence; brotherly love and compassion; honorable dealings and 
high ideals; where the weakest are safe and there is none to molest

MESSAGE FOR REPEAL OF EMBARGO 


~ ROOSEVELT ASKS 
~“CASHAND CARRY 
POLICY FOR U.S 


Calls on Congress to Pro- 
tect Nation’s Neutral- 
ity by Lifting Ban on 
Shipment of Arms. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—(AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
message to congress follows: 


IT have asked the congress to 
reassemble in extraordinary ses- 
sion in order that it may consid- 
er an act on the amendment of 
certain legislation, which, in my 
best judgment, so alters the his- 
toric foreign policy of the United 
States that it impairs the peace- 
ful relations of the United States 
with foreign nations. 

At the outset I proceed on the 
assumption that every member of 
the senate and of the house of 
representatives, and every mem- 
ber of the executive branch of 
the government, including the 
President and his associates, per- 
sonally and officially, are equally 
and without reservation in favor 
of such measures as will protect 
the neutrality, the safety and the 
integrity of our country and at the 
same time keep us out of war, 


PRESIDENT CONSIDERS 
ALL IN “PEACE BLOC” 


Because I am wholly willing to 
ascribe an honorable desire for 
peace to those who hold different 
views from my own as to what 
thote measures should be, I trust 
that fhese gentlemen will be suf- 
ficiently generous to ascribe 
equally lofty purposes to those 
with whom. they disagree. 

Let no man or group in any 
walk of life assume exclusive pro- 
tectorate over the future well- 
being of America—because I con- 
ceive that regardless of party or 
section the mantle of peace and 
of patriotism is wide enough to 
cover us all, 

Let no group assume the exclu- 
sive label of the peace “bloc.” We 
all belong to it. 

I have at all times kept the con- 
gress and the American people in- 
formed of events and trends in 
foreign affairs. I now review them 
in a spirit of understatement. 


USE OF FORCE INCREASES 
EXCEPT IN AMERICAS 


Since 1931 the use of force in- 
stead of the council table has con- 
stantly increased in the settlement 
of disputes between nations—ex- 
cept in the western hemisphere, 
where there has been only one 
war, now happily terminated. 

During these years also the 
building up of vast armies, navies 
and storehouses of war has pro- 
ceeded abroad with growing speed 
and intensity. But, during these 
years, and extending back even to 
the days of the Kellogg-Briand 
pact, the United States has con- 
stantly, consistently and consci- 
entiously done all in its power to 
encourage peaceful settlements, to 
bring about reduction of arma- 
ments and to avert threatened 
wars. 

We have done this not only be- 
cause any war anywhere neces- 
sarily hurts American security 
and American prosperity, but be- 
cause of the more important fact 
that any war anywhere retards 
the process of morality and re- 
ligion and impairs the security of 
civilization itself. 


PRESIDENT EXPECTS 
TO KEEP OUT OF WAR 


For many years the primary 
purpose of our foreign policy has 
been that this nation and this 
government should strive to the 
utmost to aid in avoiding war 
among other nations. But if and 
when war unhappily comes, the 
government and the nation must 
exert every possible effort to 
avoid being drawn into the war. 

The executive branch of the 
government did its utmost, within 
our traditional policy of non- 
involvement, to aid in averting the 
present appalling war. Having 
thus striven and failed, this gov- 
ernment must lose no time or ef- 
fort to keep the nation from be- 
ing drawn into the war. 

In my candid judgment we shall 
succeed in these efforts. 

We are proud of the historical 
record of the United States and 
of all the Americas during all 
these years because we have 
thrown every ounce of our influ- 
ence for peace into the scale of 
peace. 

RESPONSIBILITY FOR WAR 
“NOT CONCEALED” 

I note in passing what you will 
all remember—the long debates on 
the subject of what constitutes 
aggression, on the methods of de- 
termining who the aggressor might 
be, and, on who the aggressor in 
past wars had been. Academical- 
ly this may have been instructive 
as it may have been of interest 
to historians to discuss the pros 
and cons and the rights and 
wrongs of the World War during 
the decade that followed it.

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WAR PESSIMISTS 
~ INU. S. DENOUNCED 
~ BY INDUSTRIALIST 


Defeatist Attitude That 
Nation ‘Can’t’ Stay Out 
Called Worst Danger by 
Head of Manufacturers. 


AUBURN, Ala., Sept. 21.—(7)— 
American industry wants peace, 
and the United States can stay 
out of war if it will ignore a “de- 
featist attitude that war is inevi- 
table,” Howard Coonley, president 
of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, said today. 

Coonley headed a group of in- 
dustrialists who came here for a 
two-day conference with Alabama 
farmers and farm leaders. 

“Our greatest danger,” he said, 
“lies in the defeatest, fatalistic 
and un-American attitude that 
war for the United States is in- 
evitable, Such an attitude is ab- 
surd. It pre-supposes that after a 
century and a half of the most 
outstanding development in world 
history, the United States cannot 
now conduct itself intelligently to 
preserve peace and protect its 
citizens’ interests.” 

Coonley said business was “op- 

ed” to war and to profiteering, 
which he describ as using the 
emergency created by war for ob- 
taining unwarranted profits. 

“Farmers,” he said, “should get 
a price for their products consist- 
ent with the cost of production. 
The same is true of manufac- 
turers.” 

Coonley said he believed there 
would be an increase in prices and 
that business, already on the up- 
swing before the war crisis in Eu- 
rope, should continue to improve. 
Already South American countries 
which have been trading with 
Germany and other countries are 
turning to United States manu- 
facturers for products, he added.

ST. PAUL, Minn.—Always before, when I have been in differ- 
ent parts of the country and have had a full day in any one spot, 
I have tried to spend part of it visiting either NYA or WPA proj- 
ects. A number, of times Mrs. Ellen Woodward 
has suggested that I see some of the regional 
and state offices administering the social security 
program. Today is the first day that I started 
out to do this. 

We got into St. Paul after 10:30 yesterday 
evening, and were met by a very kind group of 
ladies. I was particularly glad to see two old 
friends, Miss Adelaide Enright, who lives here, 
and Mrs. June Hamilton Rhodes, who is running 
one part of the Women’s Institute program on 
which I am speaking tonight. We were soon set- 
tled in the penthouse in the hotel and glad to 
find the weather cool and invigorating here. I awoke this morning 
feeling able to cope with anything. 

First was a press conference, at 9 o’clock, and then a little over 
two hours with the regional director of the social security pro- 
gram. This region comprises five states—Minnesota, North and 
South Dakota, Iowa and Nebraska. The regional office-is in Minne- 
apolis. Some of the states do not co-operate on the dependent chil- 
dren program, but there is general co-operation on the old-age 
assistance, on crippled children and care of the blind. 

I stopped at one of the refreshment stands run by a blind man, 
in the federal office building, and he seemed very happy in his 
work. Under the new law, blind people may have stands in public 
buildings, but no appropriation has been passed to arrange for a 
revolving fund from which these stands can be set up and gradu- 
ally amortized. Those set up by private funds seem to be most 
successful where supervision can be provided and the blind people 
can be trained in their work.

709,000,000. 

Germany’s foreign investments 
are quite negligible, since she has 
already requisitioned those in pri- 
vate hands, She produces no gold. 
At last accounts, her gold reserve 
was $29,000,000. Italy’s was $193,- 
000,000 and Japan’s $163,000,000. 

Reich Lacks Money. 

Though the sea paths were clear 
for her, the Reich has no money 
with which to buy war materials 
from us. With her ports barred 
for exit or entry by the blockade, 
she cannot pay through a balance 
of trade or by her barter system,

Germany is fighting on a finan- 
cial shoestring, while Britain is 
stupendously rich, and France is 
rich, too, in collateral. 

For raw materials, the Reich’s 
hope is in tapping Russian re- 
sources. She has none of her own 
except synthetic substitutes for 
oil and rubber which supply the 
fuel and tires of mechanization. 
She has coal and

needs the ore from Sweden, ace | 
cessible to Britain, and manganese 


from Brazil, from which she is 
cut off by the blockade. 

Britain has oil, coal and iron 
oil in her Mesopotamian fields, 
and supplies us much of our rub- 
ber from her Malaysian planta- 
tions. The French hold the Briey | 
iron fields and her northern coal 
fields. 

Allies Have Resources. 

And Britain and France 
only have the resources of their 
empires to serve them to hold 
out in a long war. They have too 
those of all the rest of the world 
while cargoes from abroad pass 
safely through the submarine 
danger zone. All that is contra- 
band for the Reich may be theirs. 

We have more wheat, corn, 
meat, more cotton than we re- 
quire.
